FOOTBALL— 1937 

“The  best  team  that  I  have  ever  coached."  Those  are  the  words  of  praise  heaped 
upon  the  B.  H.  S.  grid  team  of  1937  by  Coach  Foley.  These  words  carry  a  lot  of  weight, 
because  since  1934  Coach  Foley’s  elevens  have  captured  four  successive  state  champion¬ 
ships. 

After  being  held  to  a  scoreless  tie  against  Belleville  in  the  second  game  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  the  team  fought  its  way  back  into  the  limelight,  chiefly  through  victories  over  Dick¬ 
inson,  Irvington,  and  Montclair.  At  the  end  of  the  season  Captain  Krivik  and  his  mates 
found  themselves  champions  of  North  Jersey. 

Not  content  with  a  sectional  championship.  Coach  Foley  decided  to  meet  New 
Brunswick  in  a  post-season  game  for  the  state  championship.  Tall  tales  began  coming 
up  from  New  Brunswick  telling  what  Andy  Beno  and  his  mates  would  do  to  the  Bengals, 
but  when  the  smoke  of  battle  cleared  Bloomfield  was  again  on  top,  this  time  by  the 
astounding  score  of  54 — 0.  This  victory  proved,  beyond  a  doubt,  the  superiority  of  the 
Bengals  and  added  fame  to  the  already  famous  name  of  William  Foley,  one  of  the  best 
high  school  football  coaches  in  the  U.  S.  A.
